THE NAVAL BATTLE. 


Tho following talegram was reesived last 
night via Japsn -— 

‘Tha dato of the recent naval engagement 
was Soptember 177 mot 16 as proviously 
atatod, - 

Fighting commencod at 1 p.m., and 
lasted four hours, The Japanese squadron 
consisted of cleven warships; the Chineso, 
fourtoon warships with six torpu.o boats. 

After the battie the Chinosa had their 
abipa Yung uci, Chao-yunz, Lai-yuen, and 
Ching-yuen sunk, and the Ping-yuen, King- 
yer, and, Ping-yuen on fire, Tha rest Hed 
westward, having sustained injurios which 
are believed to be serious, 

Tha Japinese had the Ahagihan (622 
tons), Hryei-sen (2,284 tona), and Matsu- 
shimo-kan (4,277 tons) damaged, but all 
were able tu return to the tamporary station 
(uctual lecality not stated). The Japanese 
had 9 officors and 30.petty officers and men 
killed, and £60 wounded. 


THE BATTLE OF PINGYANG. 

[sracLAL TELEGRAM TO THE ‘ SHANGHAL 

MERCURY,” 
Yokohama, 17th Sept. 

Tho Japanese a'mny, marching by several 
routes, atiucked ihe Chinese stronghold at 
Pingyang cn the Joth instant, After a 
long and hardly contested battle, the 
Japanese gained n complete victory, aking 
poasesaion of Piugyang before daybreak of 
tha 16th, 

The Japaneso, who bad been marching 
gradually towards Pingpang in threo divi- 
siona, came upon the Chinese with very 
little warning. When the alarm was 


the advancing enemy, out they had no 
sooher dono this than they were attacked 
in another quarter. Thia created some- 
what of a panic, but when they wore again 
attacked from a third quarter they became 
thoronghly disorganized, and commenced a 
retreat. This they found impossible for 
they wero completely surrounded. The 
moon was at the full, which enabled the 
Japanese, with their field-guus, to fire with 
deadly precision. 

Of an army of moro than twenty thou- 
sand Chinese, but few escaped by flight, 
The heavy und accurats firing of tho Fapa- 
nese ficld-guns played great bhavoo among 
the Chinese fugitives, very many of whom 
were killed. The disciplined manner in 
which the Japanese soldiers advanced on 
numerically saperior enemy atrack terror 
to the hearts of the Chinese ‘ Braves,’ who, 
becoming completely panie-stricken and 
confused, quickly thraw down their arms, 
and prayed for quarter to the despised 
Wojen, and were thus made prisoners. 
Among those captured wore Genoral Tao 
Fang-kwai, tha command, ¢-in-chief of the 
Manchurian army, and many? of the staff 
and aficers, Delails of the actual numbar 
of the killed, wounded, and captured Chi- 
nese are wanting. Immenee quantities of 
arma of alt kinds, ammunition, and provi- 
vaions, wera taken possession of by the 
Japanese. The Japanese loss is excaeding- 
ly small, being only thirty killed, and two 
hundred and seventy wounded, inctuding 
oleven officers. 


THE DEFENCE OF MOUKDEN, 
Shanghai, Sept. 18.
